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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This is in response to tlie Applicant's arguments and amendments filed on June 
04, 2008 in which claims 5-7 and 9 have been amended. Claims 1-11 are currently 
pending. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. After a further search and thorough examination of the present application and in 
view of the Applicant's arguments, amendments, and Terminal Disclaimers filed on 
04/06/06, claims 1-1 1 are found to be in condition for allowance. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
teaches the SDP message includes a number of fields, which are assembled into a 
single record or file to provide information on available services. The SDP+ record 
enhances the independent program guide to aid in broadcast session selection. The 
prior art further teaches the use of SDP records to create the program guide. 

As per claims 1-4, the Applicant teaches interleaving broadcast overhead 
information witli tlie broadcast session, wherein the broadcast overliead information 
provides information for decoding payload data of the broadcast session, and 
transmitting the broadcast session with the interleave broadcast overhead information 
on the broadcast transmission channel. The Applicant further teaches wherein the SDP 
message provides information for decoding payload data of the broadcast session. 
These limitations, in conjunction with all limitations of the independent claims, have not 
been disclosed, taught, or made obvious over the prior arts of record. 
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Claims 5-1 1 are allowed for the reasons recited in the Applicant's arguments filed 
on 06/04/08, pages 5 and 6.
